GREETING: 


In the name of the State of Maine, you are here- 
by required to notify and warn the inhabitants of the 
said Town of Hampden, qualified to vote in town

sessor to serve for one year, an assessor to serve for 
two years, an assessor to serve for three years, an as- 
sessor to serve for four years, an assessor to serve for 
five years, a trustee of the Town of Hampden School 
District, one member of the school committee, a town 
clerk and a town treasurer, and it is hereby specified 
that the polls shall be open from one o’clock in the 
afternoon to seven o’clock in the evening for the 
election of the above officers and that consideration 
of article 2-44 inclusive will commence at eight 
o’clock in the evening. 


Article 1. To choose a Moderator to preside at 
said meeting. 


Article 2. To see if the Town will vote to accept 
the report of the Selectmen, Assessors, Overseers of 
the Poor, School Committee and the Superintendent 
of Schools. 


Article 3. To see if the Town will vote to adopt 
the Town Agent Form of town management for the 
fiscal year of 1954 and 1955. 
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Article 4. To see if the Town will vote to in- 
struct the Selectmen to hire a town agent for the en- 
suing year whose duty it shall be to act as agent for 
the Selectmen, Assessors, Overseers of the Poor; to 
act as Tax Collector; to act as Road Commissioner;

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Article 8. To see if the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate the sum of three thousand 
($3,000.00) dollars to retire three sewer bonds due 
February ‘1, 1955. 


Article 9. To see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of five hundred and twenty- 
five ($525.00) dollars interest on sewer bonds. 


Article 10. To see if the Town will vote to take 
the sum of two thousand ($2,000.00) dollars from 
the cash balance in the treasury; this sum to be used 
to pay a sewer note of one thousand ($1,000.00) 
dollars due March 1, 1954 and a sewer note of one 
thousand ($1,000.00) dollars due Sept. 1, 1954. 


Article 11. To see if the Town will vote to take 
the sum of two hundred and sixty-two dollars and 
fifty cents ($262.50) from the cash balance in the 
treasury; this sum to be used to pay the interest due 
on sewer notes payable due March 1, 1954 and 
September 1, 1954.

Article 15. To see if the Town will vote to ear- 
mark the sum of five thousand ($5,000.00) dollars 
trom the excise tax for use of tarring roads in 1954.

Article 21. To see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of one hundred ($100.00) 
dollars for the Whitcomb Baker Post for Memorial 
Day Services. 


Article 22. To see if the Town will vote to ear- 
mark the sum of four hundred ($400.00) dollars from 
the excise tax; this amount to be used to carry on 
the work on the Athletic Field Project. 


Article 23. To see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of six hundred ($600.00)

Article 32 To see if the Town will vote to take 
the sum of one thousand ($1,000.00) dollars from 
the excise tax; this sum to be used to rebuild the 
lower end of Summer Street, so-called, from Earl 
Spaulding’s residence to the residence of Fred Am- 
brose. 


To see if the Town favors the incor- 
poration of a cemetery corporation, not for profit, for 
the purpose of owning, managing, and protecting 
lands appropriated for public cemeteries. 


Article 34. To see if the inhabitants of the Town 
of Hampden will accept the provisions of Sections 
136 to 141, inclusive, of Chapter 84 of the Revised 
Statutes of 1944 of the State of Maine, as amended, 
relating to the construction of drains and common 
sewers, and assessment for defraying the expenses of 
constructing and completing drains and sewers. 


Article 35. To see if the Town will vote to in- 
struct the Selectmen to ask for bids for a sewer ex- 
tending from Rappaport’s Residence south to Soua- 
dabscook Stream designated sewer project No. 1, and 
a sewer extending from Earl Carver’s Residence to 
Rappaport’s Residence, designated sewer project No. 
2, at a cost for the two projects not to exceed thirty 
thousand ($30,000.00) dollars; and to see if the Town 
will vote to authorize the Selectmen and Treasurer to 
borrow not exceeding thirty thousand ($30,000.00) 
dollars for said two sewer projects, and to execute 
and deliver the negotiable note or notes of the Town 
therefor. 


Article 36. To see if the Town will vote to au- 
thorize the Selectmen and Treasurer to borrow a sum 
of money to be used for Civilian Defense in case of 
emergency; the sum to be determined by the Select- 
men. 
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Article 37. To see if the Town will vote to ac- 
cept from Frank J. Dority a parcel of land forty-eight 
feet wide and four hundred feet long running west- 
erly from the Main Highway, said land now serving 
as a private way, to be used as a street or town way 
and to name said street Sunset Avenue if accepted. 


Article 38. To see if the Town will vote to ac- 
cept three parcels of land from Earl Carver to be 
used as streets or town ways in a proposed develop- 
ment of that section: Parcel No. 1, forty-five feet 
wide and four hundred and ninty feet in length run- 
ning east and west; Parcel No. 2, forty-five feet wide 
and five hundred and fifty feet in length running 
north and south; Parcel No. 3, forty-five feet wide 
and five hundred and fifty feet in length running 
north and south. This Development is to be located 
on the east side of U. S. Highway No. 1 on the Bart- 
lett Property, so-called, now owned by Earl Carver.

To see if the Town will vote to in- 
stall and maintain a street light on the Old County 
Road located between the garage owned by Effie 
Martyn and the Arthur Perry drive-way. 


To see if the Town will vote to ap- 
point twelve or more citizens to cooperate with the 
Selectmen in preparing and presenting at the next 
annual meeting, a budget for the year 1955 and 1956.

DIVISION OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 
DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH AND WELFARE 
January 1 to December 31, 1953 


“Children and youth have the right to a fair 
chance for a healthy personality. By the simple act 
of trying to give youth this opportunity, we are giving 
life and substance to democracy.” 


With this important truth in mind, your public 
health nurse has been this past year, and will be 
in the year to come, available for education and 
guidance to the expectant mother, infant, pre-school, 
and school age groups. 


One of the most important phases of the school 
program is the readiness of the public health nurse 
to act as an interpreter between the home and the 
school relative to problems of a physical or emotional 
nature, that there may be a better understanding 
and all-round development of the school child. 


The Department of Health and Welfare spon- 
sored clinics, which include Pediatric, Crippled 
Children, Cardiac, and Mental Hygiene, have been 
available to the community. The services offered by 
attendant specialists are on a diagnostic and con- 
sultant basis. Many have taken advantage of and 
benefited from these facilities. Volunteer assistance 
has been faithfully given at these clinics by members 
of your local health council. 


As tuberculosis is primarily a disease of adult 
life, case finding with follow-up X-rays becomes of 
great significance. Chest X-ray clinics have been 
available to those persons needing this service. 


A report from the Local Health Council follows: 


The Hampden Health Council completed eleven 
years of service in August. 


Quarterly planing meetings have been held.

Eight Child Health Conferences have been held 
this past year in the Town Hall with a total attend- 
ance of 99 children. Of these, 61 received a physical 
examination. 86 completed inoculations against diph- 
theria, whooping cough, and tetanus. 38 have been 
vaccinated against smallpox. Two conferences have 
been given over to the Summer Round-up sponsored 
by the local Parent-Teachers Association. 


The School Free Milk Project with its attendant 
benefits to the children has been continued. 2003 
bottles of milk have been furnished. Money for this 
project has been made by a food sale and donations 
from parents of the consolidated school pupils. Mem- 
bers of the Health Council put a great deal of effort 
into this fund raising program each year. 


Two school immunization clinics have been held. 
168 children have been given the diphtheria toxoid. 
Of this number, 66 were booster shots. 72 have been 
vaccinated against smallpox. 


The hearing tests with the audiometer have 
been given to 320 school children. There were no 
reportable defects found. 


The following is an abstract from the report of 
the Mouth Health Project. 


The annual mouth health project for children in 
the second, third, and sixth grades was carried out 
in the Hampden School in April. This program was 
fifteen days long and consisted of sodium fluoride 
applications. A total of 90 children were seen by 
the dental hygienist. The program will be continued 
in the current school year. 


Appreciation is extended to the townspeople for 
their continued interest and assistance.

During the previous year we have purchased 
2-114” Nozzles, 500 ft. of 214” hose, 1 additional 
Hydrant gate, new tires and tubes for both trucks, 
1 doz. rain coats and pairs of boots, 6 brass Indian 
tanks for the second truck, 1 set of road flares for 
emergency use, a new battery for the second truck 
also a siren with flashing light for same. The second 
truck has been pretty well repainted too.

The additional portable pump that we purchased 
the previous year has been installed on this second 
truck in such a manner that it can be taken off and 
carried to any supply of water at hand or it can pump 
from its installed position on the truck from the 600 
gal. tank on the truck supplying two lines of 114” 
hose. It has been so arranged that it is very versatile 
in operation and could be exceptionally useful on 
many occasions. It can also be operated while the 
truck is in motion. 


Am glad to say that the Fire Dept. appropriation 
can be quite a bit smaller this year but still find it 
essential to ask for $2,500.00 which the Budget Com- 
mittee has accepted after discussion. We carried a 
slight overdraft this year due to Bangor being called 
and such instances of course are unforseen and some- 
times entirely unnecessary in several instances. 


Many, many thanks to the Telephone operators 
and the Volunteers for their services.

The following is a report of the doings of the 
Town of Hampden School District for the fiscal year 
just closed. The Trustees consist of Philip S. Parsons, 
Earl W. Spaulding, Guy O. Matthews, George B. 
Weatherbee, M. D., and John R. McPike (whose 
terms of office will expire in that order), of whdm 
Earl W. Spaulding is President, John R. McPike is 
Treasurer and Philip S. Parsons is Clerk. 


At the last Legislature a bill was passed increas- 
ing the borrowing capacity of the School District 
$50,000.00, and this was accepted by the Town at 
a special town meeting. 


During the summer we asked for bids for the 
completion of the school building and the contract 
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was let for this work and it will be completed in the 
early part of March of this year. It was necessary 
to float a new bond issue to take care of the cost of 
finishing the school building, which was done in the 
amount of $70,000.00 at an annual interest rate of 
3% payable semi-annually and an annual payment 
of $5,000.00 on the principal. 


As of April 1, 1954, the District will have paid 
back $50,000.00 of its original bond issue of 
$300,000.00, and $8,000.00 of its short term loan of 
$18,000.00 at the Eastern Trust & Banking Company 
‘which was made for the purpose of finishing the 
three classrooms completed two years ago. The bal- 
ance of the short term loan of $10,000.00 at the 
Eastern Trust & Banking Company was also paid, 
but this amount was included in the new bond issue 
of $70,000.00.

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REPORT OF PRINCIPAL 
OF HAMPDEN ACADEMY 


To the Superintending School Committee and the 
Citizens of Hampden: 


Hampden Academy opened on September 7, 
1953 with an initial enrollment of 147 pupils, regis- 
tered by courses as follows: General 38, Preparatory 
Scientific 24, Preparatory Classical 14, Commercial 
52, and Agriculture 20; and by classes, Freshmen 42, 
Sophomores 37, Juniors 28, Seniors 30. During the 
year thus far, we have gained 1 and lost, for various 
reasons 11, making the total registration for the year 
148. Of this total 11 are tuition pupils and 137 are 
from Hampden. The present enrollment is 137. 


In August, 1958, our new Memorial Gynasium 
was officially dedicated. The many friends and 
alumni in attendance at the ceremony gave evidence 
of the interest in our expanding school program. The 
building was completed at a cost of $61,500, the low 
figure being possible only because of the generosity 
of the many townspeople in donating materials and 
labor. 


With the opening of the school year we were able 
to offer a Physical Education Course to the students of 
Hampden Academy and to the pupils of grades 6, 7, 
and 8 of the Consolidated School. The building is 
constantly in use during school hours by these classes 
and since early November, five separate groups have 
had the opportunity to practice basketball after 
school hours. 


It is a great pleasure to all concerned to have 
facilities on campus for all our school activities. The 
portable stage and loud speaker system make it pos- 
sible to use the building for dramatics and assemblies 
as well as for large group meetings. Such an ada 
vancement is evidence of progress and adds to the 
prestige of the town and to Hampden Academy. 


There was only one change in our faculty mem- 
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bership this year, with Mr. John Perkins of Bangor, 
a University of Maine graduate, replacing Mr. Byron 
Meader as teacher of History and Senior English.

REPORT OF THE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
February 20, 1954 


To the Superintending School Committee and citizens 
of Hampden: 


It is my duty and privilege to present for your 
consideration my tenth annual report of the progress 
and needs of your schools. During the past ten years 
many changes have taken place. The enrollment has 
increased from 432 in 1944 to 593 .at the present 
time or an increase of 161 in the elementary grades. 
On a percentage basis this is 37% over the 1944 en- 
roilment. In 1944 we conveyed 153 pupils at a total 
cost of $2,754. or $18 per pupil. This year we are 
conveying over 500 pupils at a cost of $10,572. or 
approximately $20. per pupil. 


During this same period the cost of operating 
the schools has increased greatly. However, if you 
will take two factors into consideration you will 
find that the actual increase in cost is small in com- 
parison with the increased services and opportunities 
provided for your children. The two factors which 
I am referring to are the increase in enrollment of 
more than 37 per cent and the inflationary trend. 
which cuts the value of the dollar by nearly one half. 


PRESENT ENROLLMENT 


In my report for last year I predicted an enroll- 
ment of approximately 600 for this year. Our total 
enrollment at the present time is 593 distributed by 
grades and schools as follows:

The total increase in number over last year is 
36. With the three additional teachers we hired this 
year the teaching load has been reduced to an aver- 
age of 31 pupils per teacher. 


TEACHERS 


The faculty in the elementary schools is the same 
as last year with the addition of three extra teachers. 
We were very fortunate in being able to secure well 
trained experienced people for these positions. 


Mrs. Mary Coombs of Hampden was hired to 
teach the eighth grade. Mrs. Coombs is a graduate of 
the University of Miami and thas a Master’s degree 
from Montana State University. Before coming to 
Hampden she taught seven years in the elementary 
schools of Florida. 


Mrs. Merle Wiseman of East Corinth received 
her training at Farmington Normal School and the 
University of Maine. She has taught for the past 
seven years in Charleston. She is teaching the seventh 
grade in the Consolidated school. 


Mrs. Florence Garnett of Orono, who is teaching 


a first grade at the McKinley school, received her 
training at Farmington Normal School and the Uni- 
versity of Maine. She has taught for the past seven 
years in Alton. 


With the completion of the Consolidated school 
and the closing of the McKinley school we will have 
17 teachers and about 740 pupils in the new building. 
We feel that it is too much to expect one man to! 
teach a full schedule of classes and at the same time 
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look after all the administrative details of such a 
large group. Consequently we are planning on hiring 
a teacher on a half time basis to relieve the princi- 
pal so that he may have half of his time free for ad- 
ministrative duties. In fact the principal of such a 
large school should not do any teaching. We did not 
feel, however, that with the other increases in the 
budget, we could ask for an extra full time teacher 
this year. 


DIANE MARSHALL BOOK SHELF 


The following report is submitted by Mrs. Robert 
McLaughlin, who has devoted so much of her time 
and energy to the development of the school library. 


“During the past year the Diane Marshall Book- 
shelf has again made a rapid growth, thanks to the 
combined efforts of groups, individuals, the school 
board and the school children. Again we wish to ex- 
press sincere appreciation for such support. 


Five ‘hundred and fourteen new books have been 
added this past year making a total of 2413 books in 
our school library. 


Since we continue to use the same filing system, 
book plates, book pockets and plastic covers, it costs 
approximately seventeen to thirty-three cents to pro- 
cess a book; the cost depending on the size of the 
book. 


At the present time, we are buying more expen-. 
sive books. In many instances we are buying books in 
special library bindings. An attempt is made to cover 
all age and all grade groups correlating the outside 
reading with the subject matter of school work. 


The members of the library council continue to 
do the fund raising, and give valuable help in the 
processing of new books. When one realizes that it 
takes approximately eighteen minutes to process a 
new book; this is no small task. 


Special mention should be made of the active 
part that the school children take in the growth of 
their library. 
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It is through the combined efforts of all con- 
cerned that we can say we have had a successful 
year.” 


All who are connected with our schools appre- 
ciate greatly the contribution that is being made to 
the right growth and development of our young 
people through the medium of good books. We ex- 
tend cur thanks to Mrs. McLaughlin for her leader- 
ship and help in this worthwhile activity. 


SCHOOL LUNCH 


With the opening of the McKinley school this 
year it did not seem feasible to try to operate a hot 
lunch program in three different schools. In fact it 
was not possible financially to operate under the 
conditions which existed. However, a milk program 
has been made available for all children who wish 
to have it. When school opens in September we hope 
to have the kitchen equipped so that a complete 
lunch will be available for all children who have to 
stay at school at noon. 


Further details regarding the school lunch pro- 
gram for the year just passed will be found in the 
report of the program supervisor, Mrs. Roberta 
Marsh. 


PLAYGROUND EQUIPMENT 


Playground equipment is needed for the Con- 
solidated school. We have ample playground space 
but nothing except balls and bats for the children to 
use. I feel that, with the number of children in this 
school, playground apparatus such as swings, slides, 
merry-go-rounds, etc. are very desirable. We have a 
fund which has been started for this purpose. At the 
present time it amounts to $171.01. We need about 
$1,000. to provide enough equipment to be worth- 
while. Contributions from interested citizens or 
groups would be greatly appreciated. 
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Health is listed as the first of the seven cardinal 
principals of education. We must all admit that with- 
out a healthy body a child is definitely handicapped 
in trying to secure an education. We have a health 
program which includes pre-school clinics, school 
inspections, immunizations, and classroom discussions. 
Hot lunches also contribute much to the healthy de- 
velopment of the school children. 


In order to provide a more complete health pro- 
gram for our children we need more services such 
as could be peformed by a school nurse and school 
physician. With the clinic in the new building we 
have facilities for these services. In addition to the 
pre-school check-ups I féél that every child should 
have a complete physical examination at least three 
times before he gets into high school. I would sug- 
gest that these be given in the third, sixth, and eighth 
grades. The presence of a school nurse in the clinic 
each morning for a short time would thelp to check 
the spread of many contagious diseases. 


It may be impossible to have these services this 
year but this is a problem which deserves serious con- 
sideration in the overall plan for the welfare of your 
children. 


APPROPRIATIONS 


The appropriations for both the elementary 
school and the Academy are considerably larger 
this year. The principal reason for this is that the 
last session of the State Legislature passed a mini- 
mum salary law for teachers which becomes effective 
July 1, 1954. In order to meet the requirements of 
this law it will be necessary to increase a number 
of our teachers by $300. per year. These increases 
together with the fact that we have three additional 
teachers this year and plan on an extra part time 
teacher next year account for the increases in ap- 
propriations requésted. 
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CONCLUSION 


I realize that the many improvements which 
have been made in your schools would not have been 
possible without the active cooperation and support 
of many individuals and organizations. To all who 
have helped to make these things possible I extend 
my sincere thanks.

REPORT OF SCHOOL LUNCH SUPERVISOR 
February 1, 1954 
To the School Committee and Citizens of Hampden: 


When the hot lunch program started in the fall 
of 1952 the two cooks prepared the meals at the 
Hannibal Hamlin kitchen and after serving the first 
grade they then transported the food by car to the 
Consolidated School where they served meals to the 
pupils in the three rooms on the first floor. Much 
credit is due the cooks for the splendid task carried 
out by them each day. Due to the difficulty of ob- 
taining volunteer mothers it was decided best to close 
the hot lunches in April but to continue with the Type 
C program for the remainder of the school year. 


We are continuing with the Type C program 
again this year in all three schools for those who 
wish to participate.

Gentlemen 


In accordance with your request, I have audited 
the general and trust fund accounts of the Town of 
Hampden, Maine for the year ending February 10, 
1954. The audit was conducted in accordance with 
generally accepted auditing standards applicable in 
the circumstances. A detailed audit of all transactions 
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was not made nor were outstanding receivables con- 
firmed by debtors, but such test and checks of ac- 
counting records and other available data as I con- 
sidered necessary in the conduct of the audit were 
made. 


COMMENTS 
Cash 


Cash on deposit was reconciled with certificate 
furnished by the Eastern Trust and Banking Com- 
pany. Cash on hand at the close of the fiscal year was 
verified as having been deposited promptly. 


Tax Receivables 


The assessment for 1958 was proved and the in- 
dividual assessments compared with the list commit- 
ted to the collector. Tax balances of prior years were 
reconciled and are in agreement with the detailed 
lists included in your audit. 


Tax Lien Mortgages 


Tax Lien Certificates representing the credit to 
the collector for 1952 taxes were examined, as well 
as those representing balances of prior years. Ad- 
ditions to the Tax Acquired Property account through 
expired 1951 tax liens were examined in detail. 


Deficit 


The Deficit has been reduced over that of the 
previous year in the amount of $6,499.60. This fa- 
vorable condition is due to the reduction of the long 
term debt in the amount of $5,500.00 and a gain on 
operations of $999.60. It should be noted that there 
remains an operating surplus of $11,994.67 even 
though the net deficit remains at $20,005.33. 


Excise Taxes 


Tax receipts No. 358 to 1,490 for 1953 and No. 
1 to 369 inclusive for 1954 were added and found to 
be in agreement with the amount turned in by the 
tax collector. The appropriations from the Excise 
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Taxes, as voted at the annual meeting, have been 
credited to the respective accounts. 


Departmental Accounts | 


The records of the Town Clerk taken at the an- 
nual meeting were examined. The appropriations 
have been duly recorded, as well as other information 
affecting the accounting records of the town. The 
net result of the current year operations show a net 
overdraft of $8,954.42. It is well to note that more 
than half of this overdraft resulted in the Highway 
Department, and within the Department, $3,016.73 
was for snow removal. Balances which have been 
carried forward are those involving joint funds in 
Education and Highways, as well as those for which 
action is expected at the annual meeting in March 
1954. 


Trust Funds 


Security investments of trust funds have been 
examined by your auditor. Funds on deposit in the 
Bangor Savings Bank have been reconciled with cer- 
tificates furnished by the bank. The income from in- 
vestments have been credited to each fund as re- 
ceived. The expenditures for the care of cemetery 
lots have been recorded. 


The office personal are to be commended for the 
fine condition of the accounting records of the town. 


Based upon my examination and subject to the 
foregoing, I hereby certify that, in my opinion, the 
accompanying comparative balance sheet, and other 
related exhibits fairly present the financial condition 
of your town as at February 10, 1954 and the results 
of its operations for the year then ended, in con- 
formity to generally accepted principles of municipal 
accounting.

Reporting of Cases 


R. 8. 1944, c. 22. Notice of existence of any in- 
_ fectious disease. Whenever any householder knows or 
has reason to believe that any person within his fam- 
ily or household has smallpox, diphtheria, scarlet 
fever, cholera, typhus or typhoid fever, cerebro-spinal 
meningitis, measles, membraneous croup, so called, 
whooping cough, or any other disease which is made 
notifiable by the rules and regulations of the depart- 
ment, he shall, within 24 hours, give notice thereof to 
the health officer of the town in which he resides, and 
such notice shall be given either at the office of the 
health officer, or by letter or telephone, the communi- 
cation to be mailed or delivered to him within the 
time above specified, and in case there is no health 
officer, to the department, either at its office or by 
communication as aforesaid. 


Control of Cases and Contacts 


R. S. 1944, c. 22. Children, affected, shall not 
attend school, etc. No parent, guardian, or other per- 
son shall carelessly carry about children or others 
affected with infectious diseases, or knowingly or wil- 
fully introduce infectious persons into other persons’ 
houses, or permit such children under his care to at- 
tend any school, theatre, church, or any public place.

DIVISION OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 
DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH AND WELFARE 


January 1 to December 31, 1954 


Your Public Health Nurse wishes to express her 
appreciation for the interest, cooperation and help- 
fulness given by the town and school personnel in 
making possible the various projects carried on this 
past year. 


The Infant and Preschool Child 


In this age group, visits were made to the homes 
to assist parents in understanding and maintaining 
good physical and emotional health. Eight Child 
Health Conferences were held with a total attend- 
ance of 133 children. Of these, 67 received a physi- 
cal examination; 59 were immunized against diph- 
theria, whooping cough, and tetanus; 29 were vac- 
cinated against smallpox. Two conferences were 
given over to the Summer Round-up sponsored by the 
local Parent-Teachers Association. 


The School Child 


Your Public Health Nurse has continued to act 
as an interpreter between the home and the school to 
facilitate better understanding and care of the school 
child. 


Two school immunization clinics were held. Two 
hundred sixty-one children were given the diphtheria 
tetanus toxoid. Twenty-four in the younger age group 
received the above with the addition of the whoop- 
ing cough vaccine. One hundred twenty were vac- 
cinated against smallpox. 


The annual food sale was again most success- 
fully held this year under the auspices of the Health 
Council. The proceeds are to be used to supplement 
the hot lunch program. 
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The annual mouth health project was carried 
out this year in the second, fifth, and seventh grades. 
The program was fifteen days long and consisted of 
sodium fluoride applications. A total of 92 children 
was seen by the dental hygienist. It was encouraging 
to note increased improvement in mouth conditions. 

This year the Hampden Health Council have 
contracted for an additional ten days. It is hoped that 
this may be a possibility. 

The hearing tests with the new audiometer will 
be given to all children on the elementary grade level, 
within the next few months. 

The Parent-Teachers Association have set aside 
on a demonstration basis funds to finance physical 
examinations in selective grades in the school system. 
The third grade has been chosen as a starting point 
for the current year. 


Clinics 


To the already existing Department of Health 
and Welfare sponsored clinics has been added a 
Hard of Hearing clinic which is available to members 
of the community. 

In addition to the importance of early case find- 
ing of tuberculosis is the necessity for periodic check- 
ups. Hampden is now served by the Bangor-Brewer 
Tuberculosis and Health Association. 


Health Council 


The Hampden Health Council has completed 
twelve vears of service. The effort and interest dis- 
played by its members exemplifies a fine, unselfish 
spirit. It has proven the trite but true statement that 
a Health Council is ‘the backbone of any Public 
Health Nursing program.”

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FIRE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


To the Selectmen and Citizens of the Town of Hamp- 
den. 
Gentlemen: 
My report for the Fire Dept. for 1954 is as fol- 
lows: 
During the past year this Dept. has answered a 
total of 74 alarms, showing a decrease of 14 alarms 
over the previous year.

During the past year we have purchased 2 Scott 
Air-Pacs & carrying cases. 250 ft. of 2% in. hose, 250 
ft of 1% in. hose, a flashing red signal light for tthe 
cab of the Fire Truck and two portable hand lamps. 

The Scott Air-Pacs are breathing apparatus for 
smoke or fumes of any kind and can also be worn un- 
der water to a depth of 25 ft. They are to be used 
chiefly to enter a building filled with smoke or fumes 
to ascertain the source and location of a fire which 
otherwise would be inacessable without a mask of 
this sort. Also for the possible rescue of persons over- 
come by smoke or fumes of any sort, even to recover- 
ing a drowned person or other objects or equipment. 
The other articles purchased are self-explanatory. 

Some folks may not know that our 2nd. truck, 
stationed at the Highlands, suffered a major break- 
down at a fire last fall. A connecting-rod broke and 
went through the block of the motor. The 26 year old 
truck, being a victim of old age, is now apparently 
beyond repair. No parts available. This brings us to 
a point where more modern steps should be taken. 
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Very recently I attended a meeting of the Selectmen. 
We had a representative of a Fire Dept. Equipment 
Co. in attendance. After stating the case to them in 
full, they all agreed to a man that more modern steps 
should be taken immediately. Our case was. stated 
next at the Budget Committee meeting. The Commit- 
tee immediately recommended to raise the customary 
$2,500.00 for care and maintenance of the Fire Dept. 

After discussion, the Committee decided not to make a 
direct recommendation regarding the replacement of 
the old truck. There will, of course, be an article in 
the warrant. regarding this matter. 


You will notice, in the Appropriations suggested 
by the Selectmen, an item pertaining to a new Fire 
Truck with the amount of $5,400.00 which can be 
earmarked for same from Hurricane damage due. This 
would leave only a balance of approximately $2,- 
100:00 additional to be raised to obtain a unit in the 
$7,500.00 class. We would need at least a 2 Ton | 
chassis. with a 5 speed transmission and 2 speed rear- 
axle, 2 stage 500 gal. per minute center mounted 
pump and at least a 500 gal. tank. A unit of this type 
would provide a very substantial reduction in insur- 
ance rates within a given area which would more than 
offset the slight increase in tax rates and afford twice 
the protection by transferring the present Ford unit 
to the Highlands. Of course there are several hundred 
dollars worth of equipment to be salvaged from the 
oldest unit and transferred to whatever else vehicle 
we may obtain. | 

At Town meeting we have three ways to go: 

1. Purchase a used chassis and rebuild a unit. 

2. Purchase a new chassis and rebuild a unit. 

3. Purchase a new unit and convert present 
Ford unit to 600 gal. tank. 

Again my sincere appreciation to the Telephone 
operators and the Volunteers for their services.

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Slash and Brush Burning Permit Laws 


An ACT Relating to Slash and Brush Disposal 
Chap. 363, P. L. Maine 1949 


Sec. 1. R. S. c. 32 8 68, repealed and replaced. Sec- 
tion 68 of chapter 32 of the revised statutes, as amend- 
ed by section 1 of chapter 81 of the public laws of 
1947, is hereby repealed and the following enacted in 
place thereof: 


Sec. 68. Disposal of slash and brush; penalty. 

I. Highways and roads. Whoever, as stumpage 
owner, operator, landowner or agent, cuts, causes or 
permits to cut hereafter any forest growth on lands 
which are within or border upon the right of way of 
any public highway within the state shall dispose of 
the slash and brush in the manner hereinafter describ- 
ed: All slash and brush resulting from such cutting of 
forest growth shall not remain on the ground within 
50 feet of the nearer side of the wrought portion of 
any state highway or within 50 feet of any other pub- 
lic road. 


II. Railroads, electric power, telegraph, telephone 
and pipe lines. Whoever, as stumpage owner, opera- 
tor, landowner or agent, cuts, causes or permits to cut 
hereafter any forest growth on lands which are within 
or border upon the right of ways of any railroad, elec- 
tric power, telegraph, telephone or pipe lines within 
the state shall dispose of the slash and brush in the 
manner hereinafter described: All slash and brush re- 
sulting from such cutting of forest growth shall not 
remain on the ground within 25 feet of all such right 
of ways. 


III. Land bordering on another. Whoever, as stump- 
age owner, operator, landowner or agent, cuts, causes 
or permits to cut any forest growth on land which 
borders forest growth of another within the state out- 
side the limits of the Maine forestry district or within 
the Maine forestry district which borders property 
outside shall dispose of the slash and bush in the man-

ner hereinafter described: All slash and brush result- 
ing from such cutting of forest growth shall not re- 
main on the ground within 25 feet of the property line, 
provided that the commissioner on his own initiative 
or upon written complaint of another declares that 
the situation constitutes a fire hazard. 


IV. Portable sawmills. All owners or operators of 
primary woodusing portable sawmills cutting here- 
after forest growth within the state shall observe the 
slash and brush provisions of this section when on or 
after change of location. 


V. Dwellings. The forest commissioner or his rep- 
resentatives by written notice to any stumpage owner, 
operator, landowner or agent, cutting hereafter for- 
est growth within the state outside the limits of the 
Maine forestry district may require the removal of 
slash or brush within 100 feet of dwellings when in 
his or their judgment such slash and brush constitutes 
an unusual hazard endangering other’ property 
through the setting or spreading of forest fires. 


VI. Manner of removal or disposal. All slash and 
brush resulting from cutting hereafter of forest 
growth shall be removed the required distances under 
the provisions of this section and scattered and not 
piled in windrows, within 30 days after cutting or 30 
days of notification to remove by the forest commis- 
sioner or his representatives. Whoever violates any of 
the provisions of this section shall on conviction be 
punished by a fine of not exceeding $100, or by im- 
prisonment for not more than 380 days, or by both 
such fine and imprisonment. The failure of any person 
to comply with the provisions of the foregoing sections 
shall constitute a continuing offense and he shall be 
subject to the penalties herein provided until he com- 
plies therewith. 


Sec. 2. R. S. c. 88 68-A, 68-B, additional. Chapter 32 
of the revised statutes is hereby amended by adding 
thereto two new sections to be numbered 68-A and 
68-B, to read as follows: 
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Sec. 68-A. Slash and brush burning permits; pen- 
alty. It shall be unlawful for any person to kindle 
a fire for purposes of clearing land or burning logs, 
stumps, roots, brush, slash, fields or dry grass, pasture 
and blueberry lands, except when the ground is cov- 
ered with snow, without first obtaining a written per- 
mit. Requests for permits to burn under provisions of 
this section may be obtained from state forest fire 
wardens within the state and from town forest fire 
wardens outside of the limits of the Maine forestry 
district. For this purpose the forest commissioner shall 
prepare and cause to be furnished to all such state and 
town forest fire wardens blank permits signed by 
him. They shall have authority to countersign and 
grant such permits signed by the forest commissioner 
but shall not delegate such authority to subordinates 
except by written approval of the forest commissioner. 
State forest fire wardens working in the incorporated 
sections of the state shall have authority to counter- 
sign and grant such permits signed by the forest com- 
missioner for any deorganized town.or plantation not 
a part of the Maine forestry district and for state 
parks. The provisions of this section shall not exempt 
any person from securing a permit to burn on his own 
land. Moisture, wind, time of day, length of burning 
period needed, sufficient force and equipment and 
any other condition deemed necessary for granting 
such permits for burning shall be at the discretion of 
state and town forest fire wardens. Whenever possible 
town forest fire wardens of towns and plantations 
outside the limits of the Maine forestry district shall 
notify their state forest fire warden of any permit 
issued and particularly of any special burning job. 
Whenever in the opinion of the forest commissioner 
there is a serious forest fire hazard, due to dry 
weather conditions, he may prohibit all burning un- 
der the provisions of this section and in such periods 
state and town forest fire wardens shall refuse all 
requests to burn and declare void all permits already 
issued. Any person to whom a burning permit is 
granted is in no way relieved of legal responsibility 
if the fire is allowed to escape or causes damage to 
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property of another. Nothing herein contained shall 
limit restrictions of any town or plantation ordinance 
regulating burning of refuse or debris. This section 
shall not apply to the rights of state forest fire ward- 
ens to set a backfire for the purpose of stopping a 
forest fire actually burning. This section shall not con- 
flict with the laws on kindling fires on land of an- 
other. 

Whoever violates any of the provisions of this sec- 
tion shall on conviction be punished by a fine not ex- 
ceeding $100, or by imprisonment for not more than 
30 days, or by both such fine and imprisonment.

To the Superintending School Committee and the 
Citizens of Hampden: 


Hampden Academy opened on September 8 with 
the following enrollment:

We have gained 5 new students and lost 8. 10 of 
the above are tuition students. Of the 148 students 
registered September 8, 23.7% are in the college 
course, 41.8% in the commercial, 8.8% in agriculture, 
and 25.7% are taking the general course. 


We are operating this year on a rotating schedule 
of classes. This permits longer class periods with an 
opportunity for supervised study. It also allows for 
two activity periods during which the chorus, orches- 
tra, and other clubs and organizations can meet. 
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Hampden Academy is offering an adequate pro- 
gram to prepare students for further study, and has 


a group of well-trained teachers. Its program com- | 
pares favorably with those of other high schools and © 


academies of comparable size. I would, however, like 
to see the .curriculum for the general course broad- 
ened to permit a wider choice of subjects for those 
students who will complete their formal education 
upon graduation. 


When the Academy was re-admitted to the Cen- 
tral Maine League, a cross country team was organ- 
ized by Mr. Moody. 11 of the boys not playing football 
competed. A regular league JV schedule also added 
to the number of students competing in organized 
athletics. Mr. Eugene Billings, our new physical edu- 
cation teacher and coach, has done an excellent job. 
Our record is not impressive but our boys have been 


in excellent condition and have shown good sports- _ 


manship. Mr. Edward Gott has done his usual fine 
job in coaching the girls’ basketball team, Spine 
the league championship for girls. 


We are entering the league one-act play contest | 


as well as the prize speaking contest. 


The League National Honor Society initiation is 
to be held here in Hampden in May. 


A joint career day with Hermon High School is 
planned for this spring and will be held in Hampden, 
sponsored by the Teachers Club. On this occasion all 
students will have an opportunity to hear leaders in 
various fields of endeavor discuss the opportunities 
offered in those fields. 


The initiative and cooperation of the students of 
Hampden Academy has been commendable. I wish to 
thank the trustees, the school committee, and the citi- 
zens of Hampden for their help during the past year.

REPORT OF THE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


February 20, 1955 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens 
of Hampden: 


“The good education of youth has been esteem- 
ed by wise men in all ages as the surest foundation 
of the happiness of both private families and of com- 
monwealths.”’ This statement was made by Benjamin 
Franklin many years ago but is equally true today. 
The good education of the youth of Hampden is the 
aim of all those who are connected with your school 
department. 


In order to provide a good education we must 
have wholehearted cooperation between the par- 
ents and the school officials and teachers. The par- 
ents and citizens of Hampden through their appro- 
priations must furnish the funds necessary to provide 
the kind of education deemed desirable for the school 
children of Hampden. It is the duty of the school of- 
ficials to see that the funds appropriated are used 
economically and efficiently to provide the best edu- 
cation possible. 


It is the duty of parents to see that children are 
regular and punctual in attendance. If children are 
to get the most from the classroom work they must 
come to school in a happy frame of mind. Children 
too must feel that parents have confidence in their 
teachers. On the other hand teachers must see that 
the classroom is a pleasant place for the children to 
work. There must be a feeling of mutual respect and 
cooperation between the teacher and the children. 
Teachers must see that time and materials are used 
economically and efficiently. Teachers, too, must 
show respect for the parents of the children in their 
school. 
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It is only as we work together with a feeling of 
mutual respect and with the welfare of the individual! 
child uppermost in our thoughts, that parents, teach- 
ers, and school officials can provide a good educa- 
tion for the youth of the community. 


ENROLLMENT 


The enrollment in the Consolidated school at the 
present time is 537. This includes grades one through 
eignt. The subprimary children, 74 in number, are 
housed in the Hannibal Hamlin School. The total en- 
rollment by grades is as follows: 

Subprimary 74 Grade III 65 Grade Vi 68 
Grade I 80 Grade iV 69 Grade VII 53 
Grade il 82 Grade V 66 Grade VIII 59 

The total enrollment of 611 is 18 more than last 

year. 


TEACHERS 


The number of teachers needed is determined by 
the enrollment in each grade. This year we have had 
two teachers for each grade and an extra teacher for 
a combination room of first and second grades. The 
size of the second and third grades for next year will 
make it necessary for us to have a combination sec- 
ond and third grade room. This will leave only two 
teachers for 74 first grade pupils. Consequently the 
school committee recommends hiring an additional 
teacher for next year so that we will again have three 
first grade teachers. 


Three new teachers were secured for our faculty 
for the present year. Mrs. Shirley Fien, a graduate of 
the University of Rochester replaced Mrs. Garnett in 
the first grade. Mrs. Vera Patterson, a graduate of 
Farmington State Teachers’ College and a former 
teacher in Hampden schools replaced Mrs. Coombs 
as eighth grade teacher. Mrs. Mollie Nickerson, a 
teacher of experience and a graduate of Castine Nor- 
mal School, teaches half time in order to allow Mr. 
Libby time for administrative duties. 
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We were very fortunate in being able to secure 
such excellent replacements for our faculty. I would 
like to point out that the two teachers we lost, Mrs. 
Coombs and Mrs. Garnett, went to Bangor and Old 
Town respectively where salaries are considerably 
better than we can offer in Hampden. This empha- 
sizes the fact that if we hope to keep good teachers 
in Hampden schools we must continue to strive for 
higher salaries. 


DIANE MARSHALL BOOK SHELF 


The number of bocks in our school library has 
continued to increase during the year until there are 
now approximately 2700 books in all. This is a gain 
of about 300 volumes during the year. The purchase 
of new bocks has been made possible by the contri- 
bution of various groups and individuals as well as 
the pupils themselves. The profits from the annual 
magazine drive conducted by the pupils is used large- 
ly for the purchase of new books. 

It was with very deep regret that we recently 
received the resignation of Mrs. Robert McLaughlin 
as head of our school library. It is impossible for 
me to emphasize sufficiently the great contribution 
Mrs. McLaughlin has made to the children of Hamp- 
den during the past six years in organizing and de- 
veloping such a fine library for our young people. 
While no one can duplicate what Mrs. McLaughlin 
has done we have no doubt that under the direction 
of the Library Council the Diane Marshall Bookshelf 
will continue to grow and contribute to the proper 
development of the school children. 


SCHOOL LUNCH 


During the latter part of the past summer the 
Hampden School District purchased equipment for 
our cafeteria which made it possible for us to provide 
hot lunches for all children in school this year. The 
program is supervised by Mrs. Jeanette Andrews of 
Hermon who is also the supervisor of the school lunch 
programs in Hermon and Levant. Mrs. Andrews buys 
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the supplies, plans the menus, keeps the records and 
handles the money for the program. 


We have four workers in the cafeteria who pre- 
pare the food and serve approximately 400 every day. 
The program seems to be functioning very smoothly 
and efficiently. 


Due to the large amount of surplus foods do- 
nated by the government we are able to provide ex- 
cellent meals for the children for 25 cents each. Spe- 
cial rates are made for large families. 


For further information regarding the program I 
refer you to the report of the supervisor, Mrs. An- 
drews. 


PLAYGROUND EQUIPMENT 


Our fund for playground equipment has in- 
creased to $320.00 this year. I wish that some kind 
of a drive might be organized to raise $1000.00 for 
this purpose. It seems too bad that, with the ample 
playground space available, we cannot use it to bet- 
ter advantage. 


Some progress was made toward improving the 
grounds last summer by removing many of the rocks 
in the play areas. However, much still remains to be 
done to improve the grounds and provide equipment. 


HEALTH 


Through the assistance of the P. T. A. Health 
Committee a start has been made toward a more com- 
plete health program for your children. Plans have 
been made for complete physical examinations for 
all children in grade three this year. We hope next 
year to expand the program to include another grade. 
Eventually we hope to be able to give complete physi- 
cals to all children three times during their elemen- 
tary school years and to other children as needed. 


In addition to the physical examination a new 
health record is being started. This will include 
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measurements of height and weight twice a year, an- 
nual tests of sight and hearing, records of immuniza- 
tions and previous diseases. 


Much credit should be given to this committee 
for the work they have done and plan on doing for 
the improvement of the health of Hampden children. 


CONVEYANCE OF HIGH SCHOOL STUDENTS 


The school department has had numerous re- 
quests and petitions from parents during the last two 
or three years for conveyance of high school pupils 
on the school busses. The school committee has adopt- 
ed the policy of carrying high school pupils as long 
as there was room on the busses. Under this policy 
only a few could be accommodated. However, neither 
funds nor facilities were available to do more. 


We feel that the town has a moral if not a legal 
responsibility to see that conveyance is provided for 
all who wish to attend high school. A number of high 
school students become discouraged when it is ne- 
cessary to hitch hike or walk five or six miles night 
and morning in order to attend school. Realizing that 
conveying high school pupils will mean considerable 
increase in cost to the citizens of Hampden an article 
will appear in the town warrant to see if you will 
vote for this service for your high school students. If 
you vote favorably on this article you will be asked 
to appropriate $6000.00 for the purchase of an ad- 
ditional bus for it is physically impossible to convey 
the high school pupils without an extra bus. We will 
also need $2000.00 extra to operate the additional 
bus from September until the close of the municipal 
year in February. 


Next year and every year thereafter we will 
need approximately $4000.00 additional to operate 
the bus and take care of depreciation.

We know 
there is much room for improvement and we would 
welcome constructive suggestions from any interested 
citizen or parent. 

The past year has been one of progress and 
achievement for your children because of the con- 
scientious and unselfish work of the teaching staff. 
Your teachers have worked diligently that your chil- 
dren individually might progress according to their 
needs and abilities. 

To all who have helped to make this year a good 
vear for the school children of Hampden I extend my 
sincere thanks.

REPORT OF SCHOOL LUNCH SUPERVISOR 


February 1, 1955 
The School Lunch program is sponsored by the 
Superintending School Committee, who in turn hire 
a school lunch supervisor. The supervisor is respon- 
sible for all details of operating the lunch program 
under the specifications of the Federal School Lunch 
Program with which Hampden has a contract. This 
means that all menus, expenditures and policies are 
under the supervision of the State Department of 
Education. Each child receives 1/3 to 1/2 of his day’s 
food requirement in the Type A lunch, which includes 
a minimum of two ounces of protein, 3/4 cup of fruit 
and/or vegetables, one serving of bread, two tea- 
spoons of butter or fortified margarine and 1/2 pint 
of whole milk. Almost without exception these re- 
quirements are exceeded in the Hampden school. 
Among the surplus food commodities received 
this year are butter, beef and gravy, cranberry sauce, 
shortening, green string beans, process cheese, canned 
peaches, dry milk, cottonseed oil, canned figs, canned 
tomatoes, red kidney beans, lima beans, peanut but- 
ter, tomato paste, cheddar cheese, grapefruit and 
orange juice. 
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An addition to the kitchen facilities is a Hobart 
electric mixer. We plan to buy an electric slicing 


machine and a large refrigerator soon.

The following is a report of white pine blister 
rust control performed in your town in 1954. 


The program in the State of Maine is conducted 
by the U. S. Forest Service, Maine Forest Service, 
towns, cities and individuals cooperating. The disease 
was found in all pine areas visited, varying in inten- 
sity from light to heavy, depending on the number 
and location of nearby currant and gooseberry bush- 
es, called ribes. The disease cannot spread from pine 
to pine, but spreads to the pines from ribes located 
within infecting distance, usually under 900 feet. 
Control is accomplished by destroying ribes growing 
within infecting distance of the trees and by pre- 
venting the establishment of new bushes. 


Our records show that Hampden has 1,830 acres 
of pine bearing lands, which necessitates the removal 
of currant and gooseberry bushes from 4,763 acres 
to obtain protection. 


The Town of Hampden made $400.00 available 
in 1954, and during the control season 19,780 ribes 
were destroyed on 1,170 acres, at a cost of $895.84 
(Town $3876.00, State $303.92, Federal Government 
$215.92). We are pleased to report that at the end 
of 1954, all control is completed that is necessary at 
the present time and that the entire control area 
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of the town is on a maintenance basis. No further 
control will be needed for an indefinite period, de- 
pending on the recurrence of ribes bushes. Periodic 
examinations will be made to ascertain if currant and 
gooseberry bushes are re-establishing themselves in 
menacing numbers. 


Thank you for your cooperation and let us know 
if we can be of further assistance in the control of 
| the disease.

In accordance with your request, I have audited 
the general and trust fund accounts of the Town of 
Hampden, Maine for the year ending February 10, 
1955. The audit was conducted in accordance with 
generally accepted auditing standards applicable in 
the circumstances. A detailed audit of all transac- 
tions was not made, nor were all outstanding re- 
ceivables confirmed by debtors, but outstanding tax 
receivables of prior years were verified by correspon- 
dance with the debtors. Other tests and checks of ac- 
counting records and other available data as I con-° 
sidered necessary in the conduct of the audit were 
made. 
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COMMENTS 


Cash 

Cash on deposit was reconciled with certificate 
furnished by the Eastern Trust and Banking Com- 
pany. Cash on hand in the amount of $8,505.20 was 
deposited on February 12, 1955. 


Tax Receivables 


The assessment for 1954 was proved and the in- 
Gividual assessments compared with the tax list com- 
mitted to the collector. Tax balances of prior years 
were reconciled and are in agreement with the de- 
tailed lists included in your audit. 

Tax Lien Mortgages 

Tax lien Certificates representing the credit to 
the collector for 1953 taxes were examined, as well 
as those representing balances of prior years. Addi- 
tions to the Tax Acquired Property account through 
expired tax lien mortgages were examined in detail. 


Excise Taxes 


Tax receipts No. 370 to 1575 and A-22576 to A- 
25586 for 1954, as well as No. 1 to 409 for 1955 were 
added and found to be in agreement with the amount 
turned in by the tax collector. The appropriations 
from the Excise Taxes, as voted at the annual meet- 
ing, have been credited to the respective accounts. 


Accounts Payable 

The amount of $2,661.74 represents a payment 
due to the Town of Hampden Water District. This 
amount represents the increase in Hydrant Rental to — 
the town because of the increase in rates awarded 
to the District this year. The increased cost has been 
charged to the proper appropriation account on Ex- 
hibit D but due to the fact that no appropriation was 
made at the annual town meeting the officials did 
not feel that they could properly make the payment 
until funds were made available. 


Notes Payable 
The amount of $7,000.00 represents a note due 
to the Eastern Trust and Banking Company for the 
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purchase of a shovel authorized at the Special Town 
Meeting held on June 1, 1954. 
Deficit 

The operating surplus has been decreased over 
that of the previous year in the amount of $11,451.07. 
This unfavorable condition was due to the most part 
to the excess of overdrafts in the departmental ac- 
counts. The largest single overdraft occurred in Snow 
Removal which by its very nature is very difficult to 
control. The second largest overdraft was due to the 
increased rates of the Water District for which no 
appropriation had been allowed. On Exhibit A the 
Deficit has been divided in order to more properly 
reflect its nature. The result of the division shows 
an Operating Surplus of $548.60 and a Debt, due to 
Sewer Construction, in the amount of $57,000.00, or 
a Net Deficit, as reflected on Exhibit E, of $56,456.40. 


Departmental Accounts 


The records of the Town Clerk at the annual 
meeting and special meetings were examined. The 
appropriations have been duly recorded, as well as 
other information affecting the accounting records of 
the town. The net result of the current year opera- 
tions show a net overdraft of $14,718.08. Balances 
which have been carried forward are those involving 
joint funds in Education as well as those representing 
uncompleted projects. 


Trust Funds 

Security investments of trust funds have been 
examined by your auditor. Funds on deposit in the 
Bangor Savings Bank have been reconciled with cer- 
tificates furnished by the bank. The income from 
investments have been credited to each fund as re- 
ceived. The expenditures for the care of cemetery 
lots have been recorded. During the year one of the 
Government Series G Bonds expired and the pro- 
ceeds were re-invested in a Government Series E 
Bond and the Bangor Savings Bank. © 

Based upon my examination and subject to the 
foregoing, I hereby certify that, in my opinion, the 
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accompanying comparative balance sheet, and other 
related exhibits fairly present the financial condition 
of your town as at February 10, 1955 and the re- 
sults of its operations for the year then ended, in 
conformity to generally accepted principles of muni- 
cipal accounting.
